HARRIMAN AT BAY 
IN LEGAL BATTLE 


Fight Starts in Court Today 
to Decide Whether He 
Can Defy Congress 
or Not, 


UNCLE SAM IN THE LISTS. 


Result of Argument on the Rail 
Magnate’s Refusal to Answer 
Commerce Commission 
Is Vital. 


New York, Nov. 12.—[Special.}—Edward 
United States government in a legal battle 
to determine whether or not he can defy the 
interstate commerce commission in the mat- 
ter of divulging information conoerning the 
purchase of stocks and their sale to the 
Union Pacific. 

A powerful array of counsel on both sides 
will make the arguments before Judge 
Hough in the United States Circuit court. 
The government will be represented by 
Henry L. Stimson, United States district at- 
torney; Frank B, Kellogg of St. Paul, and 
C. A. Severance, while former Senator John 
C. Spooner of Wisconsin, former Judge R. 
S. Lovett of the Union Pacific, and John G. 
Milburn of this city will appear for Mr. Har- 
riman. 

The argument is regarded by the lawyers 
engaged in it as being the most important 
legal isene that has arisen since the organ- 
ization of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, 

Decision of Vital Importance. 

Apart from the point directly involved the 
result will have an important bearing on the 
province and limitations of the commission's 
future investigations. 

Mr. Harriman as a witness during the in- 
vestigation by the commission of the Union 
Pacific railroad and its allied lines refused 
to answer certain questiong propounded by 
the commission's examiner. In the answer 
to the coommission’s petition, which has just 
been filed, counsel for Mr. Harriman contend- 
e@ that Mr. Harriman’s acts tn the matter did 
not relate to interstate commerce and there- 
fore the commission had no right to put the 
questions and to demand answers. In the 
brief which the government's attorneys will 
file in court tomorrow it will be claimed that 
the interstate commerce commission,-in mak- | 
ing this investigation, was virtually a con- | 
gressional committee of inquiry, and wag oxy 

inquisitoria) powers of congrése. 
What Harriman Wouldn’t Tell. 

The questions to which Mr. Harriman re- 
fused to answer related to the purchase of 
stock of other railways in the interest of 
the Union Pacific and to the Union Pacific 
dividend. In regard to the $28,000,000 of 
Illinois Central stock, purchased at $175 a 
share, the questions which Mr. Harriman 
declined to answer were: 

Were the 90,000 shares sold by yourself, Mr. 
Rogers, and Mr. Stillman pooled? 

Was it acquired for the purpose of selling it to 
the Union Pacifict 

Was the stock purchased by you at a much 
lower price than $175, with the intention of 
turning it over to the Union Pacific? 

Did you have any interest in 15,000 shares sold 
at the time by Euhn, Leeb & Co. to the Union 
Pacifict 
. Was that 15,000 shares soquired by the same 
pool for the purpose of 'sellmmg them to the Union 
Pacific? 


On the subject of the Union Pacific divi- 
dend, which was advanced from a rate of 6 
per cent to 10 per cent per annum on Aug. 15, 
1906, with a consequent rise in the price of 
the stock, Mr. Harriman declined to Answer 
the following: 

Were you directly or indirectly interested in 
any stocks that were bought between the 19th. 
of July and the 17th of August that appreciated? 

Did you or any director buy any Union and 
Southern Pacific stock in anticipation of that 
dividend ? 


His Reasons for Refusal. 


Mr. Harriman's reasons for refusing te 
answer these questions are set forth in a 
brief which has been filed by former Judge 
R. 8. Lovett, counsel for Mr. Harriman. The 
principal point in the brief is the contention 
that the acts concerning which Mr. Harri- 
man was questioned were designed to compel 
a disclosure by him of transactions, which, 
‘‘had they taken place, neither the commis- 
sion nor the congress of the United States 
could afford a constitutional remedy.’’ 

The brief also sets forth that Mr. Harriman 
does not admit that the interstate commerce 
commission has any powers other than those 
conferred by the act of congress approved 
Feb. 4, 1887, and the amendments thereto. 

Mr. Harriman’'s brief contends that if the 
interstate commerce act be construed as 
authorizing and empowering the commission 
in the conduct of an inquiry or investigation, 
without any complaint having been made to 
it, to put questions to this respondent and 
require an answer to the same, such act is to 
that extent in violation of the provision of 
article 6 of the amendments of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which provides 
that no person shall be deprived of life, Mb- 
erty, or property without due process of law. 


What the Government Oontends. 


The government’s brief declares that under 
section 12 of the interstate commerce act the 
commission has authority to inquire into 
the management of the business of all com- 
mon carriers doing an interstate busi- 
ness and under section 21 is required, on or 
before Dec. 1 of each year, to make and 
transmit to congress its report; the report 
to contain such information and data col- 
lected by the commission as may be con- 
sidered of value in the determination of 
questions connected with regulation of com- 
merce, together with such recommendations 
as to additional legislation relating thereto 
as the commission may deem necessary. 

It is further claimed that it has been held 
by the Supreme court of the United States 
that full information necessary as a basis 
of intelligent legislation by congress from 
time to time upon tne subject of interstate 
commerce cannot be obtained, nor can the 
rules established for the regulation of such 
commerce be efficiently enforced otherwise 
than through the instrumentality of an ad- 
ministrative body, representing the whole 
country, always watchful of the general 
interests, and charged with the duty not 
only of obteining the required information

Would Be Servants? Nay, Nay. 


An trate wife, a sorrowful daughter, and a 
dejected husband and father, who frankly 
confessed that he “‘ didn’t know where he was 
at and feared to go home.”’ besides a number 
of disappointed applicants, was the sum total 
of the advertisement in yesterday's issue of 
THe TRIBUNP offering an exceptionally good 
* position ’’ to a maid. 

The star in this household tragedy ts D. Van 
Ness Person, owner and publisher of the 
Paint, Oil, and Drug Review. He is alsosec- 
retary of the Paint Men’s association. Mrs. 
Person and Miss Person are unwilling par- 
ticipants, and thé chorus was made up ofa 
motley array of femininity seeking ‘* some- 
thing easy.”’ 

The scene was enacted at 8240 Rhodes ave- 
nue, the family home, a fine colonial rest- 
dence, which, with its massive white columns 
running up to the second story and its high 
iron fence, suggests the White house. The 
office of Col. Person, at 84 La Salle street, 
also is an important factor. TRat is where he 
is “‘ camping out,” he says. 


Says His Act Was “Impetuous.”’ 

Mrs. and Miss Person claim to have been 
‘ scandalized " by Mr. Person’sact. He said 
it was ‘impetuous, and such results were 
not looked for.”’ 

There is a moral in the story. It is * Be 
kind # your maids.’’ Col. Person realizes 
this now, and last evening expressed sorrow 
that he lost the family’s last servant girl by 
swearing and forcing her to get up and make 
him coffee after she had put in a long night 
at dancing. 

A latchkey or a “jimmy” were the only 
means of getting into the Person residence 
yesterday. Person retreated to his office 
early in the morning after stoutly denying to 
his wife and daughter that he was responsi- 
ble for the advertisement offering all sorts of 
delicacies and amusements, including piano 
lessons and an automobile, and an unlimited 
salary to one who would prepare his break- 
fast. 

House Shut to Callers. 

Mrs. Person and Miss Person watched the 
applicante from behind the curtained parlor 
windows until the tears obscured their view. 
Then Mrs. Person hied herself to the bed 
chamber, and the best communication the 
outside world got with that house was by 
telephone, and that was answered only when 
Miss Person wae assured that it was “not 
a terrible reporter or foolish applicant.” 

“Tt must have been only a joke, and we 
have nothing to say,’’ said Miss Person over 
the phone. “I wae just talking with papa 
a little while ago, and he saye he didn’t do 
it. Last Friday we inserted a plain, little ad 
and got some applicants. They didn’t suit 
and we Gidn’t employ any of them. This is 
too much. Mamma has worried herself sick 
over it. The one who inserted that adver- 
tisement is not accountable, and under no 
circumetances could we consider any one 
answering it.” 

Colonel Appears at Last. 

The colonel was “not in” to any of his 
callers, but after 5 o’clock, two hours after 
his usual time for starting for home, he was 
geen to emerge from an inner room and ad- 
mitted his identity. 

“What advertisement are you referring 
to?’’ he roared at the caller, but when the 
latter was persistent Mr. Person gave a 
friendly wink to indicate that the discussion 
in the presence of the young woman stenog- 
rapher was distasteful. 

“Come out and have a cigar,” invited Mr. 
Person, and the reporter, seeing a chance for 
the stenographer to go home, accepted the in- 
vitation. Shortly after, when ’Mr. Person 
and the reporter were alone, the advertiser 
unbosomed himself in this fashion:

DEATH ESCAPED BY MIRACLE 


Trott’ Coach Is ‘Stack and Almost 


Demolished by Milk Train. 


A score of passengers on a South Chicago 
City railway street car narrowly escaped 
death yesterday afternoon at 3:85 o’clock 
when a .Baltimore and Ohio milk train 
crashed into the street car at Seventy-ninth 
street and Oglesby avenue. The car was 
hurled into a ditch nearly thirty feet from 
the tracks and almost demolished.

WALSH FIGHT ON; 
CLASH FIRST DAY. 


Court Rules Every One of the 
Wrecked Bank’s 500 Books 
Must Be Produced at 
the Same Time. 


ELEVEN JURORS CHOSEN, 


But One Vacancy Remains De- 
spite the Searching Questions 
Asked by the State 
and Defense. 


A sharp clash between Judge A. B. Andere 
son and Attorneys John 8S. Miller and Will- 
iam J. Hynes, representing John R. Walsh, 
arose just before the adjournment on the 
firat day of the triai of the former president 
of the Chicago National bank yesterday 
afternoon. 

Mr. Walsh's lawyers, with the jury al- 
most completed, renewed the motion, denled 
last summer by Judge Anderson, that the 
government be required to furnish the de- 
fense with a list of all the essential entries 
ar.d record facts to be used In the presenta- 
tion of the case against Mr. Walsh. The 
Walsh lawyers also fought bitterly against 
the subpoenaing of the books of the wrecked 
bank and its allied institutions. 


Like Any Other Case. 

‘“* Mr. Miller,” said Judge Anderson, after 
Walsh's chief counsel had concluded his mo- 
tion for the amended bill of particulars, “TI 
can't sustain that. I want you to under~ 
stand this case has got to be tried like any 
other case.”’ 

‘*We don’t deserve that criticism,’’ said 
Mr. Miller. 

“Well, I am not sitting here to listen te 
absurd motions,” said the court. ‘* That 
bill of particulars matter was argued at great 
length and settled long ago. Now, with a jury 
almost in our hands, you bring it up agein, 
I asked you this morning if you were ready 
to go to trial. You said you were. I will 
have no more delays.” 


Not Asking for Delay. 

“We are not asking for a delay,”’ said Mr, 
Miller. 

“No, you are onlg asking for the govern- 
ment's case," said the judge. 

“Well, your honor,” said Mr. Miller, 
abandoning one plea and turning to the mat- 
ter of the books, ‘‘ T. J. Jackson, the cashie¢e 
of the Chicago National bank, has been sub. 
peenaed to bring in all the books of the bank, 
Now that amounts to 390 books. The gove 
erament wants a lot of,other books, too. £

‘‘Tt amounts to confiscatéon,”’ said Attore

‘Are you appearing as the attorney for 
the bank or for Mr. Walsh?’ asked Judge.

‘‘ For Mr. Walsh,” said the lawyer. “ But 
Mr. Walsh Is the chief stockholder in the 
bank and the bank will be crippled.”’ 

‘Is that bank still doing business?’ 

‘* Yes, sir.’”’ 

‘Well, it will have to stop business for 
awhile, I guess,’’ said the judge. “ The gov- 
ernment has got to have these books. This 
trial can’t be delayed.” 

“ But this ts Impossible. It is unreasog- 
able. ‘They want nearly 500 books, Teil 
them to ask for certain ones and we will 
bring them,” sald Mr. Miller. 

Want All the Books. 

“TI can’t direct the government how to 
proceed with its case. I don't know what 
books they want,” sald the Judge impatient- 
ly. ‘‘Nor can I stop this trial and send 
over to that bank for books every half hour.” 

“We want all these books. We willl have 
our experts trace entries through all of 
them,” said Assistant District Attorney 
Childs. “ We can't tell them our case in a@- 
vance.” 

“The books must be on hand. If it tne 
terferes with business, stop the businesa,™ 
said the court finally. .

positors of Cost. 


Increasing exports by the packers and by 
other industrial institutions of Chicago were 
one of the most encouraging elements in the 
local financia] situation as viewed yesterday 
by John J. Mitchell, president of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings bank. 

This will oblige European countries to 
send gold to Chicago. It will not be neces- 
sary for Chicago bankers to import it. The 
total addition made to the city’s circulating 
medium in the last two weeks amounted to 
$22,155,000, but enuch of it has been dis- 
tributed among other cities. 

Arrangements were made during the day 
for an additional supply of gold. The First | 
National bank contracted for $800,000 in Lon- 
don, making in addition to the gold it already 
has secured $8,800,000. This gold was not se- 
cured from the Bank of England, but from 
other sources. The Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings bank also arranged for an additional 
$500,000, making a total of $38,500,000 of 
British gold. 

The National City bank secured a consign- 
ment of $200,000. It is unlikely there will be 
any more importations of gold by local bank- 
ers. The total gold purchases amount to 
nearly $9,000,000. 

The clearing house committee in the morn- 
ing received a committee of State street mer- 
chants who urged the adoption of clearing 
house checks for general use at an early date 
in the interest of business. The committee 
still has the matter under adwisement. Rep- 
resentatives from the Fair, Carson, Pirie, 
Scott & Co., Marshall Field & Co., and Mandel 
Bros. were among those who conferred with 
the bankers. 

Balance Piles Up in Europe. 

“The situation in New York has improved 
to such am extent,” said Mr. Mitchell, dis- 
cussing the outlook in the evening, “‘ that the 
influence on Chicago has been extremely 
beneficial. I have arranged for an impor- 
tation of $500,000 more gold, making $3,500,- 
00U in all, but I don’t look for any importa- 
tions_of gold in the future. One of the most 
encouraging things that can be mentioned 
now is the fact that our exports are increas- 
ing. There will be a heavy balance. on our 
side in Europe soon, and they’]] have to send 
their gold to us.”’ 

He stated the Illinois Trust and Sevings 
bank would get $600,000 more from the sub- 
treasury today. Referring to the Ravens- 
wood Exchange bank, he said: 

‘*It did not clear through any bank in 
Chicago. It was a copartnership institu- 
tion, which took money in the real estate 
business. It was not examined by a bank 
examiner, and this ts the first I ever heard 
of it.”” 

Accept Checking Accounts. 

Mr. Mitchell said his bank, and practically 
every other bank in town, had recognized 
the importance of accepting checking ac- 
counts without cost to the depositors. Most 
of the downtown banks are accepting such 
accounts, and it is a great convenience to 
persons, who are now able to pay their small 
debts by means of checks. 

Under ordinary conditions each bank re- 
quires depositors to maintain a certain daily 
balance at a bank as a condition to opening a

In addition to these concerns there are sev- 
eral which are running short time in an 
effort to maintain their forces. Among these 
are the Interstate Steel company's mill at 
East Chicago, employing 1,200 men, and the 
Goss Printing Press company's plant, which 
now runs only seven hours a day with a full 
force of about 700 men. 

Lack of Orders for Bar Iron. 

The Republic Iron and Steel company’s 
mill was closed by orders from the company’s 
Pittsburg office. Lack of orders for bar iron 
was given as the reason. In the neighbor- 
hood of 1,200 men are employed in the plant 
when running full force. Nearly 600 men 
were laid off, the rest of the force being re- 
tained for repair work. 

At the Allis-Chalmers company the largest 
reduction of men was made at the Gates Iron 
works branch in Elston avenue, where 200 
men were laid off. 

Harvester Company Reduction. 

Reduetions have been made in: all the 
works of the International, Harvester com- 
pany, aggregating 1,000 menmin all. Officiais 
of the company said this is a comparatively 
small reduction, the working force aggre- 
gating 10,000 men. The force fluctuates all 
the time, it was said. 

On account of a lul! In the building indus- 
try the L. Wolff Manufacturing company is 
contemplating the advisability of operating 
its two west side plants on a five days a 
week schedule. The company employs 8,000 
men. 

In the woodworking industry William 
Morris & Son laid off thirty men; Philip Rinm 
& Co., sash, doors, and blinds, fifty men. F. 
I. Abbott, 405 Fifth avenue, manufacturer 
of bank fixtures, c!osed down the factory. 
Nearly 1,000 machinists in Chicago are idle 
and railroads west of Chicago have laid off 
an aggregate of 25,000 men empfoyed in con- 
struction work, maintenance of way, and in 
the mechanical departments. 


BUSINESS TROUBLES.

Ire of Gotham Agents. 


New York, Nov. 12.—[{Special.J—The un- 
usual conditions both in domestic and foreign 
exchange occupted the. attention today of 
bankers in the financial district. In domestic 
exchange earnest endeavors were made to 
loosen the deadlock that has existed for sev- 
eral days between New York and interior 
cities and to supply the needs of many cities 
which are in much greater want of currency 
than in New York. The municipal develop- 
ments of the foreign exchange situation were 
the continuation of the gold import movement 
and the effort of foreigners to obtain pre- 
miums on money due them for maturing 
American loans. 

Principally on account of calls from the 
interior currency demanded a high premium. 
The greater part of the business day the pre- 
miums ranged between 3% and 4 per cent, 
and it is estimated that more than $1,500,000 
was sold at these rates. The ter part 
of this currency, it is said, came from safe 
deposit boxes. 


Paris Bankers Squelched. 


One of the largest national banks had a 
vigorous exchange of cablegrams with Paris 
bankers. The latter had credits with the 
national bank here as a result of the pay- 
ment of part of the $60,000,000 Pennsylvania 
railread notes maturing and paid off Nov. 1. 
They believed it would be an excellent trans- 
action for them if they could get a premium 
on the money paid by the railroad and in- 
structed the bank to take the currency and 
sel] it at a premium in the money market. 

The bank refused to do so and let the 
Parisians know promptly it was not in the 
business of obtaining a premium on currency 
—either for itself or for any of its customers, 
domestic or foreign. The Paris people pro- 
tested that the notes were payable in gold, 
and they insisted that the bank was bound 
to use this gold in whatever manner the 
payees desired. The Parisians were then 
told if they wanted the gold it would be paid 
to them, either by cable or in demand dills 
on London or Paris. 


More Gold Is Engaged. 


These are the gold engagements announced 
today: Illinois Trust company of Chicago, 
$1,0W,000; Ickelheimer & Co., $1,500,000; Na- 
tional City bank of Chicago, $200,000. It 
is again a matter of comment that no na- 
tional bank in this city engaged gold abroad. 
The New York banks are doing everything 
practical for the interior, but they do. not 
care to attract any more Macedonian calls 
than necessary, and, therefore, in many 
cases engage their gold through private 


banking houses. 
NAB TWO AS BANK WRECKERS. 


Cashier of California, Pa., Concern and 
Pittsburg Business Man Arrested— 
Held Under Heavy Bond. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 12.—Immediately fol- 
lowing the closing of the People’s bank of 


‘California; Pa., near here, today by State 


Bank Examiner Willets Bynns, Oliver P.

The peculiar position which the bank oc- 
cupied preve 
so much a ripple in the downtown dis- 
trict. It was a copartnership concern, and 
occupied much the same position as a country 
bank, in ‘that it did not clear through any 
downtown bank. 

Developments of the day went a long way 
toward reassuring the 38,500 depositors of 
the bank, who probably will lose nothing 
through its suspension. The bank's assets, 
according to figures contained in a petition 
for a recéiver, amount to $446,000, and its 
liabilities to $362,605. Its deposits are given 
as $356,000. 

The first news of the straits to which the 
bank had been reduced which reached the 
depositors was when, about 10 o'clock in 
the morning, a notice appéared upon ita doors 
bearing the one word: ‘ Suspended.” 


Court Appoints a Receiver. 

In the meantime President Louis P. Sco- 
ville, finding that he could not meet the de- 
mands of the bank’s creditors, presented a 
petition in which he asked Judge Carpenter 
to appoint a receiver for the institution's 
assets. The petition was directed against 
these stockholders: P. J. Kiapperich, George 
W. York, William F. Waugh, A. H. Hein, 
Wallace C. Abbott, Clara A. Abbott, J. F. 
Berry, and J. H. Haake. 

Judge Carpenter named the Chicago Title 
and Trust company receiver and representa- 
tives of that company, accompanied by At- 
torney Redmond Stephens, went at once 
to the bank and took charge of its assets. 

The business of the bank, toa great extent, 
has consisted of loaning money on first mort- 
gages. Its assets consist of these mortgages 
and notes of small business men of Ravens- 
wood, which will not fall due for from thirty 
to sixty days. | 

Depositors Show No Alarm. 

Scarcely a dozen persons collected about 
the doors of the bank in the afternoon, and 
these persons appeared to have been drawn 
there more through curiosity than in an ef- 
fort to see the bank’s officials. 

The faith of the depositors is based’to a 
great extent upon the fact that the stock- 
holders, because of the liability of the bank, 


are jointly and severally liable. 

Dr. Wallace C. Abbott, president of the 
Abbott Alkaloidal company. is vice president 
and one of the biggest stockholders in the 
bank.

WINDSOR, England, Nov. 12.—The em- 
peror and empress of Germany were the 
guests of King Edward and Queen Alexan- 
dra of England at a state banquet tonight in 
the historic hall of St. George in Windsor 
castle. 

Departing from the usual custom, King Eéd- 
ward and Emperor William sat side by side 
with the queen on the right and the empress 
on the left. Around the tables, which were 
set for 130 guests, there was gathered a most 
brilliant company, including many members 
of the British royal house, the suites of the 
visiting sovereigns, cabinet minister and 
former cabinet ministers. and ambassa- | 
dors and other diplomatic representatives. 
Among the ambassadors was Mr. Whitelaw 
Reid. 

Rulers’ Speeches Are Formal. 

King Edward proposed the health of Em- 


peror William, who made acknowledgment | 


in a short speech, closing with a toast to 
the English king. ‘The speeches,made by 
King Edward and Emperor William were 
formal in tone. They consisted in reciprocal] 
expressions of the pleasure the visit af- 
forded and of a mutual desire for the main- 
tenance of peace and friendship between the 
two nations. 

Emperor William alluded gracefully to his 
happy childhood under the roof and within 
the walls of grand old Windsor castle, and 
he expressed the earnest wish that the close 
relationship existing between the two royal 


of the two countries and thus confirm the 
peace of the world, which, he said, was the 
constant endeavor of King Edward and him- 
self. 

Throat Specialist at Castle. 

Prof. Sir Felix Semon, physician extraor-. 
dinary to King Edward, a noted throat spe~ 
cialist, visited the castle this morning. Those 
in the entourage of Emperor William say he 
called solely to see his old friend, Dr. Ilberg, 
the emperor’s physician, with whom, after 
a brief stay at the castle, he went out to in- 
spect the king’s sanitarlum at Frogmore. 
It is regarded as hardly conceivable, how- 
ever, that a specialist of the prominence of 
Prof. Semon, knowing the surmises to which 
his visit under the circumstances would be 
bound to give rise, would have ventured to 
the castle unless for the purpose of a con- 
sultation regarding the emperor's throat 
trouble. 

‘‘There is no intention of discussing at 
Windsor any concrete political question,” 
said Herr von Schoen, secretar the Ger- 
man foreign office, who is accompanying Em- 
peror William on the latter’s visit to Eng- 
land, ‘‘Germany and England being in the 
happy position of having no actual political 
questions outstanding, but we hope and be- 
lieve that the emperor’s visit will bring about 
a renewal of the old time affectionate rela- 
tions between the two céuntries. Their rela- 
tions always have been correci, but t! is is 
not enough; there is an increasing desire 
that they become something more.”’

Men Given Up for Lost for Months 
Found on Desert Isle. 


ROBINSON CRUSOE IN FACT. 


Crew of Norwegian Boat Lost a Year 
* . Ago Live to Tell Tale. 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, Nov. 12.~Ten men 
who formed part of the crew of the Nor- 
wegian bark Alexandra, which disappeared 
in the Pacific nearly a year ago, were brought 
into this port today with a thrilling story of 
rescue from the sea. is 

The Alexandra left Australia Nov. 26 of last 
year with a cargo of coal for Panama. “By 
the end of February it was becalmed. off 
Galapagos island. For fully three months it 
drifted about this part of the Pacific, com- 
pletely out of hand. Finally lack of food and 
water compelled the captain to abandon the 
bark at a point twenty-five miles off Albe- 
marle island, one of the Galapagos group. 
Tre crew left in two boats. One reached 
Albemarle island after seven days and the 
ten men on board were taken off by a schoon- 
er and brought into this port in June. 

Nothing was heard of the other boat, with 
the captain in command, until today. The 
captain relates that after his boat left the 
bark the men rowed for Albemarle island, 
but currents swept them to one side and 
after many days of labor at the oars they 
managed to ke Indefatigable is!and. an- 
other of the Galapagos group. Here one of 
the men, Frederick Jeffs, an American, was 
abandoned on the coast. He was sick and 
a shelter was made for him. He was supplied 
with food and water and left-on the shore. 

The other men made their way inland, 
where they managed tolive for five months. 
They endured great hardships. however. and 
when they were found by the crew of a 
rescuing vessel they were all weak and almost 
naked. |

Manufacturers’, Concern. 


EMPLOYERS’ RETORT IS HOT. 
J. W. Van Cleave Says Only Aim Is to 
Hold Worker to Contract. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 12.—That there will be 
war to the knife between the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers was apparent today 
at the session of the federation of labor here. 

The claim is made that undue pressure is 
being brought by the manufacturersef the 
country against organized labor to the detri- 
ment of the latter. The manufacturers com- 


-bat this ina statement made today. by J. W. 


Van Cleave, president of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, that the object of 
his association is to put laborers on a basis 
whereby they may be held responsible for 
their contracts. 

On the issue made by Mr. Gompers today in 
secking funds to fight the suit brought by Mr. 
Van Cleave, as president of the Buck Stove 
and Range company of St. Louis against 
President Gompers and the federation’s ex- 
ecutive council, the manufacturers’ associa- 
tion comes out flatfooted with the statement 
that it will fight the boycott and the black- 
list to the finish. 

The executive council reported an agree- 
ment with the railroad brotherhoods for a 
united request for federal legislation pro- 
viding that no federal court inferior to the 
Supreme oourt of the United States shall 
have authority .to declare.an act of con- 
gress unconstitutional. 

The council also reported a satisfactory 
conference with President Roosevelt Satur- 
day last, when the president was urged 
to indorse and urge labor legislation in his 
coming message to congress.

“They told me to go to Idaho and meet 
Jack Simpkins,”’ Adams is quoted as say- 
ing. “ that he wanted to see me on some busi- 
ness in regard to ex-Goy. Steunenberg, and 
that I would meet him near Wallace, Idaho, 
—at Wardner, I believe.”’ 


Plot Against Steunenberg. 

The confessian continues. ‘* They just told 
me to go up and see Simpkins, as he wanted 
to see me and he would probably tell me about 
the Steunenberg matter, as they wanted to 
‘get’ Steunenberg.”’ 

“Did you get any money?’ 

‘They gave me $200 to go up there on.”

After meeting Simpkins Adams says he lin- 
gered only a short time in Wardner, but left 
soon for Simpkins’ claim, about fourteen 
miles above the head of navigation on the 
St. Joe.

GIVES SON GOOD-BY HUG. 
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Alexander Halligan, Pining for Par- 
ent, Appeals to Police. 


“ Have you heard from my mamma yet? 
I haven't seén here since she left home a 
month ago today and told me she was going 
to jump in the river.”’ 

Alexander Halligan, 12

Telephone company’s franchise is ended, 
The mayor has approved the ordinance

vided it makes good the conditions ‘re- 
quired of it. While Tue Trisune still 
believes that the people have not yet re- 


' ceived all that should have come to them, 


it is all the people are going to get for 
the present and they must needs be con- 
tent. | 

The city administration now stands re- 
sponsible for the franchise, andy the 
mayor, in a clear and business like man- 
ner, has stated the reasons for his belief 
that his approval is for the best inter- 
ests of the city and that the ordinance 
“is one of the most complete that has 
ever been adopted in this city for tha’ 
regulation and control of a public serv- 
ice corporation. geek 

The time for criticism of the ordinancs3 
has passed over. It is now im Order for 
the telephone company to make good its 
promises and. to give the people as perfett 
a service as is possible. It will also be 
possible for the city administration to 
enforce good service. The city cpuncil 
and the city government, represented by 
the commissioner of public works, have 
complete authority under penalty of for- 
feiture. The city council has the power 
to regulate rates at peripdic intervals by 
specific contract even if the legislature 
does not confer that authority, and, on 
the other hand, if the legislature should 
confer such authority, the rates may be 
changed at once without “reference to the 
contract stipulation. With these condi- 
tions, added to the publicity of its busi- 


} ness and the municipal audit of the com- 


pany’s books, the city is clothed with suf- 
ficient power to contro] and regulate the 
company’s service for the benefit of_the 
people. 

It is better to have one telephone 
service than two, and it is better to have 
for the one service the service already 
existing, provided that service is for the 
interests of the public., The public will 
expect the city administration to enforce 


‘good service in the promptest and most 


direct manner, 


WOMAN’S EDUVATION. 


The Association of Collegiate Alumne 
has just celebrated its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary. The occasion was wmarked, 
naturally, by a review of the progress 
made in the direction of higher education 
of women during the quarter of a cen- 
tury. This review took the form of an 
extremely, interesting address by the presi- 
dent of Bryn Mawr college, who de- 
scribed her own fight against prejudice 
and doubt. 

The average man of the decade follow- 
ing the civil war had not advanced far 
beyond ‘the position taken by the famous 
Virginia gentleman, William Byrd, who 
used to say that “conversation. with 
women is like whipped syllabub—very 
pretty, but nothing in it.” Few thought 
that women were capable of the in- 
tellectual effort necessary to put them on 
a plane of equality with men in’ the 
field of serious study. *I[t was a common 
argument that the health of the women 
would not stand the strain. It was de- 
clared that men of culture and attainment 
would not be’ willing to, teach in colleges 
for women. The thought of unmarried 
men teaching young women was ridiculed 
witr many intimations that more atten- 
tion would be paid to lovemaking ¢han to 
imparting knowledge. As there were few 
women who were fitted by special training 
for collegiate -instruction, the prophets 
foretold failure for Bryn Mawr and had 
ohly pessimistic doubts of the success of 
the general movement for the higher edu- 
cation of the girls. 

The present situation tells its own story 
of triumph. The great colleges for wom- 
en, well endowed, splendidly: equipped 
with buildings, grounds, teaching staffs, 
easily take rank with the best of the col- 
leges for men. Women have proved their 
ability’ to pursue undergraduate work 
alongside of their brothers. A large num- 
béer of them have continued their studies 
in the graduate school, winning for them- 
selves ‘with honor the coveted degree of 
The coeducation 
idea has gained ground everywhere be- 


cause of the record which women hare: 


made in fields of scholarship. Those who 
hold the theory that higher education de- 
naturizes women, making them lose some- 
thing of their sweetness and tenderness, 
are in the minority now instead of being 
largely in the majority as they were a 
generation ago. 

ln a sympathetic address before the as- 
sembled alumnz President. Eliot called 
particular attention to the fact that the 
education of women has not led them to 
invade the domain of men in business and 
the professions to the extent predicted by 
some of the earlygadvocates of the re- 


form. Woman’s province continues to be 


the home, the majority of them giving 
their lives to the training of the chil- 
dren and the making of the home. Be- 
cause of this fact he urged that the aim 
of the colleges for women be directed to 
the development in women of the capacity 
and the powers that will fit her to make 
life fuller of intellectual enjoyment and 
happiness and more productive physical- 
ly, mentally. and spiritually. 

An examination of the curricula of the 
colleges shows to what extent this idea 
has already taken root. The teaching of 
home economics and household hygiene 
is increasingly emphasized. ' The prob- 
lems of the market find intelligent in- 
vestigation. The legal rights of women 
are explained. Careful attention is given 
to health and physical training. There 
is wise direction of elective ~ work. The

THE BALLOT’S PURITY. 

The people whd have been thinking that 
the ballot in the United States is well 
safeguarded by the many improvements 
of recent years will not feel reassured by 
the reports which come from Maryland 
and New Jersey regarding the late elec- 
tions in those states. .In the one the re- 
publicans claim that extensive frauds 
secured the counting out of their candi- 
date for governor. In the other the 
democratic state committee has made an 
appeal to the governor for a ‘special ses- 
sion of the legislature to investigate 
charges of fraud in four counties and to 
secure a recount of the ‘votes. If this 
should be done the assertion is made that 
their candidate for governor would be 
shown to have won by a clear majority 
over the opposition leader. 

As the democrats have control of af- 
fairs in Maryland and the republicans in 
New Jersey it is quite unlikely that any- 
thing will be done ‘in the premises. In 
the former state it is declared that 30,000 
votes were thrown out, the majority of 
which were republican. Trick ballots 
were used in some of the counties and the 
blanket ballot generally used was sv com- 
plicated as to prevent a fair expression 
of the .will of the majority. In New 
Jersey the indications all pointed to the 
election of the democratic candidate. The 
New York papers conceded this and print- 
ed- editorial articles commenting upon the 
success of the party in reversing a heavy 
republican majority of a previous cam- 
paign.- The next day they took it all 
back and congratulated the successful re- 
publican candidate. 

‘Making all due allowance for the bitter- 
ness Of defeat with the natural charges 
of fraud attending such a feeling, this 
condition of things is not at all encour- 
aging. The shameful assaults upon the 
purity of the ballot which were common 
a few years ago will hardly be tolerated 
again. But there is good reason for think- 
ing that ideal conditions in balloting are 
far from realization. The adoption of the 
Australian system was counted a great 
gain, but there is-no doubt that many 
voters are jconfused when they examine 
the blanket sheets now necessary whero 
a half dozen parties have candidates. 
There-is not that full and free choice of 
men that should be permitted every one 
who is entitled to vote. 

The safeguards thrown about the ballot 
by the introduction of the voting machine 
have been praised, but in the late elec- 
tion there was complaint that many peo- 
ple were confused as they tried to use it 
and left the machine with a feeling of 
uncertainty whether they had voted as 
they wazited to or not. The adoption of a 
plan for the registration of voters was 
counted a marked gain for the cause of 
purity of the ballot. But every election 
is attended by a flood of suspect notices 
and open charges of false registration. 
The buying of voters is declared to be 
just as notorious as in the good old days 
of marked vest pocket ballots which en- 
abled the managers to kno whether 
those who had been bought had delivered 
the goods. 

That there has been steady improve- 
ment in electoral conditions there is little 
reason to doubt.. That.in general the will 
of the people is fairly expressed. at the 
polls is probable. But the evidences of 
irregularities which come to the surface 
in every election show that with all the 
ballot reform of the last quarter of a cen- 
tury there is still the chance that 
chicanery and fraud may prove the de- 
termining factors in ¢ritical situations in- 
stead of the free and fair expression of 
the people’s will. The need of constant 
vigilance on the part of those who desire 
honest elections is still present.

For where- 
as the latter stands 6 feet 4; Lord Clifton has 
attained the extraordinary size of 6 feet 7 
inches, thus exceeding in stature the duke of 
Somerset, the new earl of Dunmore, the earl 
of Pembroke, and his own father, Lord Darn- 
ley, who enjoy the distinction of being the 
tallest members of the house of lords. All 
the Blighs are big men. 

The patronymic of the earls of Darniey of 
today is Bligh, and they are not descended in 
any way from the earl of Darnley who mar- 
ried Mary, queen of Scots, and who was mur- 
dered by Bothwell. ' 

The first Lord Darnley of the piesent erea- 
tion was an Irishman of the, name of Bligh, 
who was raised to thé peerage during the 
reign of Queen Anne and who was descended 
from one of the officers who accompanied 
Oliver Cromwell to Ireland. 

In the female line, however, Lord Darnley 
is descended from the last Stuart, duke of 
Lennox, who died in 1672, when, there being 
no male heir, Charles Il., as nearest male 
heir of the duke, appropriated the peerage 
and conferred. it, along with the dukedom of 
Richmond, upon hie illegitimate son by 
Louise de Querouailies, duchess of Ports-~- 
mouth, from whom the present duke of Rich- 
mond, of Gordon, and of Lennox is de- 
scended, 

The Stuart dukedom of .Lennox was a 
Scotch one, and nearly all the peerages of 
Scotland are transmissible through: the fe- 
male line. There is a doubt as to whether 
the Stuart dukedom of Lennox belonged to 
this category of peerages or not. But if it 
does come under that head undoubtedly Lord 
Darnley’s claim thereto is a just one. For 
though* the last duke of the Lennox Stuart 
line left no , yet he was survived by a 
daughter, the dy Catherine Stuart, one of 
whose legitimate descendants married that 
Irish attorney, John Bligh, whom Queen 
Anne created Lord Darnley. ~

. The present éarl has been one of the m@t 
famous cricketers in the united kingdom, and 
may possibly be remembered as such under 
the name of 4vo Bligh. At the death of his 
elder brother, the late earl, the latter's Eng- 
lish barony of Clifton descended to his little 
daughter, being a barony by writ, trans- 
missible through, the female, line, and Ivo 
Bligh merely succeeded to’the Irish earlddm 
of Darnley and to the minor Irish honors, 
which include the Irish barony of Clifton. So 
that he had to wait several years, until) his 
election as a representative peer of Ireland, in 
order to obtain a seat in the house of lords. 

His country seat at Cobham hall, near 
Gravesend, built in the reign of Queen Eliz- 
abeth and frequently visited by that mon- 
arch and occupied by Charles I. during his 
honeymoon, stands in the midst of a country 
rich ‘in Dickens associations. The famous 
* Leather Bottle’ inn, to which Mr. Tracy 
Tupman retired for the purpose of self-de- 
struction, and where he was discovered, not 
dead, but disdussing a fine bottle of port 
wine, by his friend Pickwick, is just outside 
the park wall. 

Near by is Gads Hill, where Dickens made 
his home and where Falstaff lay in wait to 
rob the pilgrims. Cobham hall contains one 
of the finest collections of pictures, nearly all 
of old masters, in England, and the father 
of the present peer was so afraid of their de- 
struction by fire that, no matter how cold 
the winter, he would allow no fires in any of 
the rooms, the entire place remaining un- 
heated and the cooking being done in an ad- 
jacent building.

The Cobham hall. estate takes ite name 
from that Lord Gobham who was compro- 
mised in the conspiracy of Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh against King James I. and was con- 
fiscated by that monarch and presented by 
himto the Stuart duke of Lennox of the day, 
pgessing at the death of the last Stuart duke 
of Lennox to his daughter, the Lady Cath- 
erine Stuart, and through her to her de- 
scendant, the wife of the first Lord Darnley. 

Lord Darnley was at one time on the stock 
exchange and for several years was con- 
nected with a big firm of port wine shippers. 
He has likewise been president of the Maryle- 
bone Cricket club, but in recent years has 
descended from cricket to golf. 

He won his wife out in Australia, when, in 
1883, he took a cricketing team to the antipo- 
des. It seems that at one of the matches he 
lost his handkerchief, and, the day being ex- 
tremely hot, inquired of his friends if any of 
them had a spare handkerchief that he might 
borrow. Immediately a feminine handker- 
ceief of delicate fabric was handed to him. 

It was a most acceptable offering on that 
hot day, and after the match he expressed 
his desire to thank the donor. An introduc- 
tion to Miss Florence Morphy followed. She 
was the daugliter of a Victoria magistrate 
and governess to the younger children of Sir 
William.

Level Must Be Raised. 


FOOT WORTH $100,000,000. 
Ten Per Cent Increase in Carrying 
Capacity of Boats Wanted. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—[Special.J— 
Of great importance to lake interests is the 
recommendation made by Maj. Gen. A. 
Mackenzie, chief of engineers, U. 8. A., in his 
annual report for the appropriation of $125,- 
000 to be used for a further and more careful 
survey of the great lakes and the regulation 
of their water levels. 

Surveys of the lakes have been in progress 
for nearly 100 years, but no general project 
for the improvement of the entire area nas 
been developed. The report points out that 
the lakes and connecting and outflow rivers 
cover about 95,000 square miles, of which, 
about two-thirds is on the American side of 
the international boundary, and that these 
form the right of way of a vast transporta- 
tion system the burden of exploring and im- 
proving of which has been assumed by the 
United States. 

“ Increasing requirements of the Chicago 
drainage canal,’’ the report continues, “ have 
reduced the drafts on all vessels on all} 
the lakes and rivers below the locks at Sault 
Ste. Marie. These encroachments on the 
lake drafts point to a regulation and restric- 
tion,, in turn dependent upon reliable 
hydraulic knowledge, and necessary data for 
this have been and should still be provided by 
the lake survey. ‘

"Much attention lately has been given 
by lake marine interests to this matter of 
lake levels, with a view to regulation and 
raising the water surface, thus affording 
greater draft. With a foot of greater draft, 


» giving a 10 per cent increase in cargo carry- 


ing capacity, freight which now costs $50,- 
000,000 to move, should cost about $46,000,- 
000. The différence, capitalized at 4 per cent. 
shows the value of a foot added to the surface 
level to be $100,000,000. 

“Summing up, the lakes must properly be 
considered a right of way, under government 


ownership, of a great transportation system. . 


Private investment in American vessels is 
upward of $125,000,000, and im terminal docks 
and facilities many millions more. 

“This waterway permits the movement of 
freight, last year aggregating over 75,000,000 
tons, at a cost of one-third the rail rates, 
netting the nation in dividends or savings 
over $100,000,000 in the last year, which year- 
ly saving is in excess of the nation’s total 
investment in exploring and improving the 
right of way.’’

REFORM IN TAXING SYSTEM 
URGED AT NATIONAL MEETING. 


Phases of Vexatious Problem Under 
Consideration at Columbus Confer- 
ence—Praise for Roosevelt Idea. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 12.—Reform in taxation 
in its various phases was discussed today at 
the opening of the national conference on” 
state and local taxation. Many commissions 
throughout the country are considering the 
problems of assessment, taxation, and reéev- 
enue, and the deliberations are expected to 
be of permanent benefit. The tax dodger and 
other offenders came in for consideration. 

Gov. Guild of Massachusetts said the time 
is ripe for a clear understanding among all 
the commonwealths as to: 

1. What methods of taxation as§ and what 
are not desirable.

“The president suggesting a national in- 
heritance tax and national graduated in- 
come tax has touched upon a great evil,”’ he 
said. “It is true that a statg or city tax that 
presses hard upon the inheritors of great 
fortunes may, in our present utter lack of 
uniformity in ‘tayation, be readily avoided 
by a tax dodger who pW aa to take out a. 
legal residence in another city or state. It 
is just that the possessors of hundreds of 
thousands as income should be taxed not 
merely attually but relatively more than 
those of a more modest revenue,”’

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To' judge fairly the Shylock of Ermete 
Novelli it le necessary to put aside recol- 
lections of the portrayale of the Jew which 
our own and English actors have given and 
to apply new stamdards. Not that the Ital- 
lan’ artist’s presentment of the great role 
ig so overpoweringly superior to those we 
have seer in the past, or that it is so difficult 
to analyze, but it ie a portrayal built up 
along lines other than those to which we 
are accustomed, amd «which we have come 
to accept as the correct ones. In the first 
place, {t is a Shylock based firmly on the 


. Italian temperament, and this alone gives it 


more of’ tolor, more of animation of gesticu- 
lation, impulse, and emotion than are found 
in the portrayals of any Anglo-Saxon or 
even any German actor. 

Furthermore, the Italian version used by 
‘the artist and his company is changed and 
adapted until it contains considerable that is 
not in the Shakemearean origiral and much 
which is introduced with the evident purpose 
of giving this same Italian temperament op- 
portunity to employ and exploit itself. 

The comedy is cut to four acts of compar- 
ative shortness, the performance ending with 
the triai scene. We have the first act played 
in front of Shylock’s house, the meeting of 
the Jew with Bassanio and Antonio, the in- 
vitation to supper, the accepting, the flight 
of Jessica, and the return of Shylock all being 
included in the opening act: Thé second is 
at Belmont and is made up of the casket 
scene for the prince of Morocco, the coming 
of Bassanio, the making of his choice, the 
receiving of Antonio’s letter, and the de- 
parture of all for Venice. The third is in 
front of Shylock’s house again, where are 
witnessed the meeting of the Jew and Tubal, 
the denying of Antonio’s plea, the final news 
of the merchant’s bankruptcy, and Shylock’s 
gleeful departure for his vengeance. And the 
last act is the courtroom scene. 

~~. 


All parts which do not bear directly or in- 
Mrectly upon Shylock are omitted in the 
version used, and lines and stage business 
are introduced which are not found in the 
original. Shylock. when he accepts the in- 
vitation to sup with Antonio arid Bassanlo, 
has them wait while he gives his directions 
to Jessica, these latter being spoken to her 
when she appears on the balcony of the 
house, and his keys being tied to a cord 
which she lowers and inde draws up to her. 
Then the Jew, following the spoken word of 
his two enemies, accepts an arm of each 
and departs with them, all merrily laughing. 

Portia has Jessica and Lorenzo with her 
when first she is seen, and her descriptions 
of her many wooers is told to thém rather 
than to Nerissa alone. It is interesting to 
note that in the course of her speech she 
mentions Romeo—a fact which might prove 
that Shakspeare had referred back to his 
earlier tragedy. Unfortunately, his Italian 
adapter, not he, did it. The Jew is chased 
and laughed af by Salarino and his com- 
panion, when he enters in the third act; he 
dances a few steps with joy when the news 
of Antonio’s failure is brought him by Tubal, 
and he skips gleefully away when he knows 
that vengeance is within his grasp. In the 
court scene there ismuch more of pantomime 
and movement than we are accustomed to 
employing, and the play closes with the 
broken Shylock ‘turning upon his persecu- 
tors, drawing himself to his full height, and 
hurling at them the one word of disgust,

Purists doubtless will claim that this re- 
shaping of the Shakspearean comedy is a 
desecration, and will rate Sig. Novelli accord- 
ingly. While there is no thought whatever 
of pronouncing the Italian version the equal 
of the original or in anywise an improve- 
ment upon it. yet"it may be admitted that 
the translated rearrangement forms a com- 
pact, fairly consistent and generally effec- 
tive play. ‘Many of the best speeches are 
translated with distinct skill and happy
